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We select from Rev. fl. W. Beecher’s 
Lecture on “Industry and Idleness’’ the 
following portraits of some classes of idlers, 
which the reader will perceive are drawn 
from the life, as we too often see it. 


He follows no vocation ; he only follows 
those who do. Sometimes he sweeps along 
the street with consequential gait; some¬ 
times perfumes it with wasted odors of to¬ 
bacco. He also haunts sunny benches, or 
I freezy piazzas. His business is to.tee ; his 

I desire to be seen,—and no one fails to see 
him; so gaudily dressed, his hat sitting 
aslant on a wilderness of hair, like a bird 
half started from its nest; and every thread 
arranged to provoke attention. He is a 
| man of honor; not that le keeps his word, 
I or shrinks from meanness. He defrauds his 
I laundress, his tailor, and his landlady. He 
I drinks and smokes at other men’s expense. 
* He gambles, and swears, and fights,— 
when lie is too drunk to be afraid; but 
I still he is a man of honor, he has whisk¬ 
ers, and looks fierce, and wishes very 
much to have mustachios, and say, “up¬ 
on my houor, sir.' Do you doubt my honor, 

Thus he appears by day ; by night he 
does not appear: he may be dimly seen 
flitting; his voice may be heard loud in 
the carousal of some refection cellar, or 
above the songs and uproar of a midnight’s 
return, and home staggering. This well- 
dressed creature is only a disguised beast; 
take from him articular speech, and thrust 
him over upon his hands, and the natural 
philosopher would classify him without a 
I moment’s hesitation, 
t The next of this brotherhood excites our 
pity. He began life most thriftily, for his 
rising family he was gathering an ample 
subsistence, but involved in other men's 
j affairs, he went down in their ruin. Late 
in life he begins once more, aad at length, 
just secure of an easy competence, his 
ruin is compassed again. He sits down 
[ quietly under it, complains of no one, en¬ 
vies no one, refuseth the cup, and is even 
more pure in morals than in better days. 
He moves on from day to day, as one who 
walks under a spell—it is the spell of 
lethargy, of despondency, which nothing 
can disenchant or arouse. He neither 
seeks work nor refuses it. He wanders 
among men a dreaming gazer, poorly clad, 
always Kind, always irresolute; able to 
plan nothing for himself, nor to execute 
what others haye planned for him. He 
lives and he dies a discouraged man, and 
the most harmless and excusable of all 
idlers. 

I have not mentioned the fashionable 
idler, whose riches defeat every object for 
which God gave them birth. He has a 
fine form, and manly beauty, and the chief 
end of life is to display it. With notable 
diligence he ransacks the market for rare 
and curious fabrics, for costly seals, and 
chains, and rings. A coat poorly fitted, 
is the unpardonable sin of his creed. He 
meditates upon cravats, employs a pro¬ 
found discrimination in selecting a^hat, or 
a vest, and adopts his conclusions upon 
the tastefulness of a button, or a collar, 
with the deliberation of a statesman. 
Thus comparisoued, he saunters in fash¬ 
ionable galleries, and flaunts in stylish 
equipage, or parades the streets with sim¬ 
pering belles, or delights the itching ears 
with compliments of flattery, or with 
choicely culled scandals. He is a reader 
of fiction, if they be not too substantial; 
a writer of cards, and short letters, and 
is especially conspicuous in albums. Gay 
and frivolous, rich and useless, polished 
till the enamel is worn off; his whole life 
serves but to make him an animated pup¬ 
pet of pleasure. He is as corrupt in im¬ 
agination, as he is refined in manners ; he 
is as selfish in private as he is generous 
in public; and even when he gives to 
another it is given for his own sake. He 
worships wheTe fashion worships—to day 
at a theatre, to morrow at a chfurch, as 
either exhibits the whitest hand, or the 
most polished actor. A gaudy, active, 
and indolent butterfly, he flutters without 
industry, from flower to flower, until 
summer closes, and frosts sting him, and 
he sinks down and dies, unihought of and 
unremembered. 

One other portrait may be drawn,—of 
a business man, who wishes to subsist by 
his occupation, while he attends to every¬ 
thing else. If a sporting club goes to the 
woods he must go. He has set his line 
in every hole in the river, and dozed in 
the summer day under every tree along 
its bank. He rejoices in a riding party— 
a sleigh ride—a summer frolic—a winter’s 
glee. He is every body’s friend, univers¬ 
ally good natured, for ever busy where it 
will do him no good, and remiss where his 
business requires activity. He takes a- 
musement for his main business, which 
other men employ as a relaxation and the 
serious labor of life which other men are 
mainly employed in, he knows only as a 
relaxation. After a few years he fails, his 
good nature is somewhat clouded, and as 
age sobers his buoyancy, without repairing 
his profitless habits, he soon sinks to a 
lower grade of laziness, and to wm. 

It would be endless to describe the wiles 
of idleness; how it creeps upon men, how 
it secretly mingles with their pursu.ts how 
much time it purloins from the scholar, 
fro m the professional man, and from the 
artizan. It steals minutes, and clips off 
the edges from hours, and at length takes 
possession of days. Where it has its 
"fill, it sinks and drowns employment; but 
"’here necessity, or ambition, or duty, re¬ 
sists such violence, then indolence makes 
labor heavy; scatters the attention ; put us 
t° our tasks with wandering thoughts, 
with irresolute purposes, and with dreamy 
visions. Thus, when it may, it plucks 
°ut hours, and rules over them; and where 
mis may not be, it lurks around them to 


impede the sway of industry', and turn her 
seeming toils to subtle idleness. Against 
so mischievous an enchantress we should 
be duly armed. 


Judge Allen has introduced into the 
House of Representatives the following 
important resolution, which we hope will 
be urged upon the House until acted np- 

Eleclion of Postmasters by the People. 
—We are glad to see a movement in lavor 
of this measure in Congress. This branch 
of Presidential patronage should be cut 
off. And, besides, the people of a neigh¬ 
borhood or town know best who can and 
will serve them effectually and faithfully. 
Mr. Allen, of Massachusetts, has introduc¬ 
ed info the House of Representatives the 
following resolutions. Such a measure 
would doubtless meet the wishes of a vast 
majority of the people of the country: 

“ Whereas the best interests of the 
country demand that the great and rapidly 
increasing patronage of the Executive De¬ 
partment of the General Government be 
diminished, by transferring the power of 
appointment, whenever it can be done with¬ 
out prejudice to the public service, from 
the Executive to the people ; and whereas 
the appointment of more than twenty 
thousand deputy postmasters constitutes 
the largest branch of that vast patronage: 
Be it therefore 

“ Resolvtd, That the Committee on the 
Judiciary be instructed to report, within 
thirty days an amendment to the* Con¬ 
stitution, by which Congress shall be em¬ 
powered to provide, as far as practicable, 
for the election of deputy postmasters by 
the qualified voters in the respective local¬ 
ities in which the post offices are situated : 
Provided , That if, in the opinion of said 
corumittee, Congress has already such 
constitutional power, said committee shall, 
instead of said amendment, report, with¬ 
in the time aforesaid, a biM" to effect the 
aforesaid object.” 


The Convention met at Columbia, Ohio, 
on the 8th. An attempt to obtain an en¬ 
dorsement of the Compromise was defeat¬ 
ed, as was also an effort to nominate Mr. 
Allen as its choice for the Presidency. 
The old resolutions against Slavery were 
reaffirmed, and ground was taken in favor 
of Intervention to prevent Intervention. 

“ They further declare in favor of cher¬ 
ishing Democratic principles, wherever 
manifested ; and then when one nation in¬ 
terfered in the affairs of another nation, it 
was a breach of the law of nations, and 
onght to be punished. That, as republi¬ 
cans, sooner than the manifested republi¬ 
can principles now existing in European 
nations should be crushed, they would 
come, ready to meet the shock of arms on 
the battle-field, to sustain them, if neces¬ 
sary. That the weak and timid conduct of 
our Government in sustaining the honor 
of our flag, and the interests of our citi¬ 
zens, was undignified and humiliating. 

“ The present tariff and system of cur¬ 
rency were endorsed, and equal taxation 
applauded. 

“ After appointing delegates to the Na¬ 
tional Convention, they adjourned, with 
three cheers for the Ohio Democracy.” 

KOSSUTH IN GEORGIA. 

The New York Herald, which pub¬ 
lishes all sorts of things about Kossuth, 
(and about every thing else for that mat¬ 
ter,) gives the following as one of its re¬ 
cent letters from Georgia :— 

“I have noticed for some time, with 
feelings of disgust, the flattering editorials 
and distorted and sympathetic accounts of 
the arrival - and glorious reception of M. 
Kossuth, on this continent; and permit 
me to say to you, as a humble patron of 
your paper, that I am perfectly disgusted 
at the mention of Kossuth's name, and I 
take this opportunity to request you to 
discontinue my paper until the excite¬ 
ment incident to M. Kossuth’s arrival shall 
have sudsided, as I am unwilling to see 
his name in any paper to which I am a 
subscriber 

I believe that I express the sentiments 
of a majority of the citizens of this State, 
wheu I inform you that it is my opinion 
that the principles entertained by Kossuth 
and his companions in exile, are loo near¬ 
ly allied with red republicanism to offer 
any allurements to an American who is 
inspired with that love of liberty so char¬ 
acteristic of true and enlightened Ameri¬ 
can citizens. Fanatics and trading pol¬ 
iticians may here find an opportunity to 
promulgate their enthusiastic sentiments, 
and render themselves conspicuous by be¬ 
ing the first to welcome a foreign despot 
and bigot to our shores ; but to those en¬ 
gaged in other pursuits than that of nur¬ 
turing the viper that may eventually prove 
the destroyer of our prosperity and hap¬ 
piness, the circumstance affords nothing 
interesting or instructive ; and we would 
most respectfully dissent from a participa¬ 
tion in acts so disgraceful to Americans ; 
and we are unwilling to offer encourage¬ 
ment to any establishment engaged in the 
diffusion of sentiments so derogatory to 
our character as Americans and expounders 
of liberty.”

DEATH OF MARSHAL SOULT. 

Marshal Soult died at his Cbaeteau of Soult 
Berg on the 3d insL The Journal Des De¬ 
bats says 

Marshal Soult was born in 1769, in the 
same year as the Emperor Napoleon, the 
Duke of Wellington, George Cuiver, Chat- 
atbriand, and Walter Scott, and was conse¬ 
quently in his 82d year. With Marshal Soult 
is extinct the last and highest illustration of 
a period so fruitful in great things and in 
great souvtnirts. His long and active career, 
which has exceeded that of all his compan¬ 
ions in arms, has been marked with every 
success, and by the two fold glory given by 
the works of war and of peace. A great 
citizen, a great captain, a great administrator, 
a great politician, it maybe said that the life 
of the Marshal has been complete. 

The first lieutenant of the Emperor Na¬ 
poleon marched as a private soldier under 
the standard uf our armies 67 years ago, be¬ 
fore the fall of the old monarch, and before 
the breaking out of the French revolution. 
He took an active and brilliant part in the 
most memorable campaigns of the revolu¬ 
tion and the empire. When these gigantic 
struggles had ceased Marshal Soult came to 
occupy in the councils of the country that 
place which lie could no longer fill on fields 
of battle. As Minister of War be devoted 
his genius as an administrator to the reor¬ 
ganization of the army under the critical cir¬ 
cumstances in which the revolution of July 
had placed France. 

“As President of the Council of Minis¬ 
ters at different times, he was one of the 
firmest, most intelligent, and most devoted 
supporters of that liberal and constitutional 
throne to which France owed eighteen years 
of repose, of happiness, of order and of true 
liberty. The indefatigable co-operation which 
the wise policy ot Louis Philippe found in 
the talents and activity of the old warrior 
will remain in eternal honor both to one and 
the other. In September, 1847, the illus¬ 
trious Marshal felt that the hour of repose 
had arrived. He wrote a very affecting let¬ 
ter to King Louis Philippe, begging him to 
accept his resignation of the functions of 
President of the Council, in which he was 
replaced by M. Guizot. In resigning him¬ 
self to this painful separation, the King 
wished to give the marshal a striking testi¬ 
mony of his regret and of his gratitude in 
re-establishing for him the ancient dignity of 
Marshal General. 

“Up to his last hour, the illustrious war¬ 
rior remained faithful to the protestntions of 
devotedness with which he concluded his 
farewell letter to the King. When the rev¬ 
olution erf February had broken down the 
throne which he had so nobly served, the 
Marshal confined himself more strictly in 
his retreat, and refused to contract any en¬ 
gagement with the new powers which suc¬ 
ceeded it. In the midst of the Btorms which 
were ready to fall on our unfortunate coun¬ 
try, in the midst of the trials and adven¬ 
turers which she is once more fatally pre¬ 
cipitated. France will not see without deep 
regret the disappearance of this great man, 
illustrated by such long and glorious ser¬ 
vices, by such firm and constant devotedness 
to the principles of order, to the traditious 
of true patriotism and to wholesome policy. 


Rev Dr. Wayland on Prohibitory Law. 

To this I know of hut two objections 
that can be urged. It may be said the 
grocer’s property is his own, and he has a 
right to use it as he pleases. I know this 
is manifestly false. A grocer has precise¬ 
ly the same right in his property as any 
other man, and he has no more. He has 
no right to employ his property in the slave 
trade, nor in the purchase of counterfeit 
money, nor in the manufacture of false 
keys. All this every one sees. It is not 
then true of him, or any one else, that he 
has a right to use his property as he 
pleases. 

Second, his right in his property is the 
same as that of any other man ; it is the 
right of using it for the promotion of his 
own happiness, in any manner he chooses, 
provided he does not so use it as to dimin¬ 
ish the innocent happiness of his neighbors 
and the commnity Now as the traffic in 
ardent spirits does diminish that happi¬ 
ness, he has no right to use it in that 
manner. 

I therefore think the prohibition of the 
traffic in ardent spirits a lit subject for leg¬ 
islative enactment, and I believe the most 
happy results would flow from such prohi¬ 
bition ! 


SOUTHERN VIEWS. 

The South Carolinian speaks thus of tha 
Kossuth movement:— 

“ The people of the South cannot be partici¬ 
pants in this missionary Republicanism. Their 
pursuits forbid it; their institutions, safe only un¬ 
der the rule of a conservative foreign policy, forbid 
it; and it will be an evil day when the contagion 
of this wildfire takes effect among them. The 
present is but another development of the utter 
dissimilarity existing between the ever restless 
spirit of rampant democracy prevailing at the 
North, and that Conservative Republicanism of 
tile South, whieh is the citadel of her institu¬ 
tions and the guarantee of her prosperity. It 
is another incidental proof of the propriety of a 
political separation of two sections, whose people 
are, in almost every leading feature of true and 
sound republican principles, so utterly opposed 
to each other.’’

MARRIAGE STATISTICS. 

AU mankind, (and womankind too,) seem 
to have a great interest in one kind of Statis¬ 
tics at least, that which relates to the holy 
state of matrimony. They generally inquire 
most seduouslr into the last “ new case” and 
even into the “ premonitory symptoms,” so 
that there are few things in which the histo¬ 
ry of individuals is better known than in 
this part of their domestic relations. 

It is only of late years that Statisticians 
have taken the subject up by wholesale, and 
made it a part of Legislative inquiry. We 
have now, however, the results, in the ag¬ 
gregate of several European States, and 
some portions of the United States. It is in 
some stages of the rise and fall of Nations, 
of real importance to know the Statistics of 
Marriage. For example, in the decline of 
nations the marriages of all that part of the 
people who have not the moons of self sub¬ 
sistence rapidly diminish. Now, in the de¬ 
clining days of Rome, the Knights and the 
Roman gentlemen generally, absolutely 
refused to marry, and Imperial Decrees 
were put forth requiring them to marty (!) 
because their neglect was positively reducing 
the strength of the Empire. This is one of 
the examples which may be given in illustra¬ 
tion of Mr. Mather’s great principles, that 
population is limited by the limits of food ; 
for the Roman gentleman declined marriage 
because it was too expensive to keep a fami¬ 
ly. No such results are likely to occur in 
this food-producing country for centuries to 
come. In fact to early and reckless mar¬ 
riages is the opposite evil to which our coun¬ 
try is more inclined. It is curious, howev¬ 
er, to look a little into this matter, as illus¬ 
trating the general Laws of the Social Econ- 

iii the city of Boston Statistics are much 
better preserved and attended to than in any 
other part of the country; and hence we 
know will bear a close approximation to 
truth—the general laws of man and Societj, 
draw some general results which will show 
the proportion of marriages there :

From these proportions, it fallows : 

1. That five sixths of the American pop¬ 
ulation marry between the age of 20 and 30. 
Of the whole number of marriages more 
than one half marry between 20 and 30 years 
of age. 

2. That there is a considerable discrepan¬ 
cy in ages, at marriage, between males and 
females—the males being on an average from 
three to five years older than the females—as 
shown by the fact, that the largest propor¬ 
tion of females marry between the ages of 
20 and 25, and the larget proportion of males 
between 25 and 30. 

3. The feet that only 236 marriages out 
of 2,557 took place under 20 years of age, 
disproves the common idea that a very large 
portion of American women mnrry too 
young. But of 1,553 women married, 481 
were under 20—which is but one sixth part 

4. The number who marry over 40 years 
of age is quite small. Of these, the largest 
number are widows and widowers. 

In reference to second marriages, we have 
the following facts : 

First marriages, - - 4,511 persons. 

Second “ - - 453 do 

Third “ - - 33 do 

Fourth, “ - 7 do 

We thus see that a little more than one 
tenth of married parties enter into second 
marriages ; but the number of those who 
marry oAener is vary small- 
Some may be curious to know what differ¬ 
ence there may be among men and women 
in the tendency to second marriages. The 
numbers are:

Origin of Newspapers. Mankind are 
indebted to Queen Elizabeth and Lord 
Burleigh for the first printed newspaper, 
which was entitled the ‘English Murcurie.’ 
The earliest number is still in the British 
Museum Library, and bears the date of 
JulyJ23, 15S3. During the civil wars, pe¬ 
riodical papers, the champions of the two 
parties, were extensively circulated, and 
were edited by such writers as Meedham, 
Birkenhead, and L’Estrange, all men of 
considerable ability. In the reign of Anne, 
there was but one daily paper, the ‘Daily 
Courant., The first provincial journal in 
England was the ‘Orange Postman,’ start¬ 
ed in 1706; at the price of a penny, ‘but a 
halfpenny not refused.’ The earliest Scot¬ 
tish newspaper appeared, under the auspi¬ 
ces of Cromwell, in 1652.

Speech of Commodore Stockton, 

AGAINST FLOGGING IN THE U. S. NAVT ; 

DELIVERED IN THE SENATE, 

Jan. 7, 1852. 

There is as much difference between 
American sailors in our whaling and coast¬ 
ing service, and sailors of other nations, as 
there is between the raw European emi¬ 
grant and the sturdy son of one of our 
frontier pioneers. The emigrant will al¬ 
most starve, while the^iioneer is building 
his log house, enclosinglhis cornfield, and 
making himself an independent and useful 
man. I am of opinion that the nation 
whose service is supplied with the best 
common sailors, will excel in naval war¬ 
fare, as well as in all maratime pursuits. 

I am further of opinion, that, in sensibility, 
education, courage, and industry, our sail¬ 
ors in the whaling and coasting service, 
excel those of all other nations. I 3m 
furthermore, of opinion that the superiority 
of the American sailors has decided the 
battle in our favor in many a bloody con¬ 
flict, when, without that superiority, it 
might have been otherwise. I desire to 
secure and preserve that superiority; and 
lor the promotion of that end, and for hu¬ 
manity's sake, I am utterly and irrecon¬ 
cilably opposed to the use of the lash in 
the navy, or anywhere else. The longest 
and most arduous voyages are made in 
the merchant service, without the use of 
the lash. In the polar seas, among the 
icebergs of the Arctic, and Antarctic oceans, 
the interpid New Englander pursues his 
gigantic game, and hurls his harpoon; 
and after a three years’ voyage, returns 
with the oily spoils of his adventurous 
navigation; but he owes none of his success, 
his patient endurance, his exemplary disci¬ 
pline, and indefatigable industry, to the 
guardian ministration of the lash. To 
say that men who can make such voyages 
and endure such hardships cheerfully and 
contentedly, cannot navigate their own 
national ships without ihelnfliction of the 
infamous lash, is a libel. Is their nature 
changed the moment they step on the 
deck of a national vessel ? Are they less 
men—less Americans—as soon as the cus¬ 
tody of the American flag, or the national 
honor, is entrusted to their keeping. No 
sir! it is a libel. I do not mean to use 
the word in an offensive sense; it is one 
of those inconsiderate, thoughtless opin¬ 
ions which mankind seem to think they 
have a perfect right to express in regard 
to sailors. It is not long since I had a 
conversation on this subject with a gentle¬ 
man who had for several years command¬ 
ed fine ships in the merchant service, but 
who is now an honorable and active man 
of business in one of our large cities, and 
to whose integrity, generosity, and human¬ 
ity I would entrust anybody but a sailor; 
after he had heard my views, he instantly 
replied : “ Why, you seem to treat them 

like human beings.” The theory that the 
navy cannot be governed, and that our 
national ships cannot be navigated with¬ 
out the use of the lash seems to be found¬ 
ed on the false idea that sailors are not 
men—not American citizens—have not the 
common feelings, sympathies, and honor¬ 
able impulses of our Anglo-American race. 

I do not wonder, when I look back on the 
past history of the sailor, at the preva¬ 
lence of this idea. His life has been a 
life of national — I will not say of systa- 
tnatic degradation. The officers who com¬ 
mand him — the oldest, bravest, and best 
—have been accustomed from tbeir boy¬ 
hood, to see the sailor lashed about the 
•ship’s deck like a brute. He, who, by 
the laws of the service in which he is en¬ 
gaged, is treated, or is liable to be treated 
like a brute. Who, in social life, respects 
a man whose back has been scored at a 
whipping post? In what depth of con¬ 
tempt does such punishment sink its vic¬ 
tim ? And here is one of the worst evils 
of the system; it destroys those feelings 
of respect and kindness which officers 
should entertain foT the sailors under their 
command. But this is only one of the 
worst evils of the system. It destroys the 
feelings of regard and respect which sail¬ 
ors should entertain for their officers. The 
truth is, there are no relations of affection 
and regard between them. The one is 
the oppressor, the other the oppressed, who 
may fear or hate, but he neither loves or 
respects his tyrant. * * *

Rule VIII.—All derivatives from words 
ending in er retain the e before the r; as, re¬ 
fer, reference ; except hindrance, from hinder ;

disaster; monstrous, from monster; wondrous, 
from wonder; cumbrous, from cumber, Sec. 

Rule IX.—All compound words, if both 
end not in I, retain their primitive parts en¬ 
tire; ns, millstone, chargeable, graceless; ex¬ 
cept always, also, deplorable, although, almost, 
admirable.

TAPIOCA. 

Everybody knows what tapioca is. No 
doubt all my readers have eaten it, when 
made into a good pudding, an hundred 
times. But do you know where it comes 
from, and how it is made ? A few of you, 
perhaps, may know all about the matter, 
but 1 rather think most of you will find 
something new in this short article. 

Tapioca is a kind of starch, prepared from 
the root of a plant which grows iu South 
America, called cassava. It is termed by 
botanists, janipha manihot. There are two 
kinds of this plant; one with a sweet, and 
one with a bitter root. The sweet cassava 
root is known by a long fibrous cord running 
througli die centre of it; while the bitter 
cassava has a highly poisonous juice. On 
account of the inconvenient cord in the 
former plant, the hitter root is preferred, and 
is extensively cultivated by Indians and 
others. The Indians poison the points of 
tbeir arrows with the juice of the cassava ; 
and so deadly are its effects, that the least 
scratch made with one of these arrows often 
proves fatal. 

“ But bow is the tapioca made from this 
poisonous root?’ I hear ycu all exclaim; 
“and how do I know there may not be some 
poisou ieft ?” A very sensible remark. The 
roots of the plant, after they are dug up and 
cleaned, are bruised or ground to a kind of 
paste, and placed in a bag, to allow the poi¬ 
sonous juice to run out, which is collected 
iuto a vessel, into which the Indian plunges 
his arrow, so as to poison its point. 

After the root is drained, it is taken out of 
the bag, and thoroughly mixed in a large ves¬ 
sel of water. The heavier parts, consisting 
of woody tissue and other matters, fell to 
the bottom of the water, but the starch is 
diffused through the water. The water with 
the starch is |ioured off into another vessel, 
quite clean, and allowed to stand, while the 
settlings of the first vessel are thrown away. 
At the end of several hours the starch grad¬ 
ually falls to the bottom of the water. It is 
then collected and thorougely dried, and put 
in casks and boxes, ready for exportation. 

The dryiug process mentioned evaporates 
all the remaining particles of poison that the 
root originally contains; so you need not be 
afraid of your pudding on that account. Be¬ 
sides, many very common things eaten by 
children will produce the most deadly kinds 
of poison. Apple seeds, for instance, can 
be made into one of the most deadly acids 
in the world. Bitter almonds furnish prus¬ 
sic acid, a very small drop of which would 
produce almost instant death. Lemon peel 
and orange peel are somewhat poisonous; as 
also various other every-day articles of con¬ 
stant use. Yet the had qualities of such 
articles must be collected and refined before 
they are at all dangerous .—Boys and Girls 


A New Invention.— Mr. T. B. Rapp, has 
invented a new kind of tenement for the 
dead, to supercede metallic and wooden 
coffins. It is a coffin made of glass, which 
can be made air tight, and of sufficient 
strengh to prevent bulging. The durability 
of glass is well known, and enclosed in a 
coffin of this description, the remains of the 
departed will be entirely protected, and de¬ 
composition be slowly performed. The price 
of the glass coffin is higher than when com¬ 
posed of the usual material. The invention 
is to be patented.— Newark Daily Advertiser ^

DIVING FOR SHELLS. 

The following extract from “Rovings 
in the Pacific,” a new work, relates the 
manner of diving for shells at the “ Bow 
Island,” so named by Cook : 

“On arriving at the reef or knoll, the 
boat was secured by its painter to a pro¬ 
jecting branch ; and the divers proceeded 
to dive from it in all directions, and as 
they brought up the shells, so they threw 
them into the shallow water on the knoll, 
until the shells became scarce, or thpy be¬ 
came tired and wanted to pull into another 
station. Shell-fish of various descriptions 
are attached to and wedged in the coral 
branches, apparently having grown with 
their growth. On a still calm day you may 
see to the bottom at ten or twelve fathoms, 
as the shell fish when feeding reflect tints 
of the most brilliant and beautiful hue, and 
fish of every conceivable form and color 
may be seen sporting in the interstices of 
the coral branches. 

It is a curious sight to watch the divers; 
with scarcely a movement they will dart 
to the bottom like an arrow, examine be¬ 
neath every protruding rock, and, on con¬ 
tinuing their investigatons, by a simple 
movement of the arm will propel them¬ 
selves horizontally through the water, and 
this at the depth of seven or eight fathoms. 

I limed several by the watch ; and the 
longest period I knew any of them to keep 
beneath the water was a minute and a 
quarter, and there were only two who ac¬ 
complished this feat. One of them from 
his great skill, wns nick-named by his 
companions the “ Ofia’ ” (stone.) Rather 
less than a minute was the usual duration. 
In fine weather they can see the shells, 
when, if the water is deep, they dive at an 
angle for them and as the shells adhere 
firmly to the coral by strong beards, it re¬ 
quires no little force to detach them. I was 
astonished on one occasion at witnessing a 
diver, after-one or two ineffectual attempts 
to tear away a large oyster, sink his legs 
beneath him, and getting a purchase with 
his feet against the coral, use both his 
hands and fairly drag it off. When they 
dive in very deep water, they complain of 
pains in their ears, and they sometimes 
come up with their noses bleeding, but it 
is rarely that you can get them to attempt 
such diving, as let the shells be ever so a- 
bundant, they will come up and swear 
there are none; the exertion, from the 
great pressure, is too painfully distressing. 
It has frequently happened, after a set of 
worn-out divers have sworn that no more 
shells could be obtained, that a fresh set 
has come and procured from fifty to sixty 
tons, without difficulty.” 

THE LITTLE NURSE. 

During the snramer of 1849, when tho 
cholera was hurrying multitudes to their 
last rest, a highly respectable and inter¬ 
esting family was seized by the epidemic. 
Five of its members were prostrated at 
one time ; and such was the alarm of the 
neighbors, that no one came to their as¬ 
sistance at the critical moment. When 
all seemed hopeless, there was one, the 
youngest child, of scarce five summers, 
who had been providentially spared for the 
occasion, who ministered as an angel. Her 
eldest sister, requiring the greatest atten¬ 
tion, was the especial subject of one’s care. 
And while the patient was writhing under 
the weight of disease, the little creature 
was seen watching with intense interest 
the pallid countenance of her sister. An 
unhidden tear traced her cheek; she seem¬ 
ed striving to divine some remedy that 
would alleviate the pain of the prostrate 
form before her, and suddenly quilting the 
room, as on the wings of love, procured a 
glass of cool water, returned, and, climb¬ 
ing up on a chair near the sick-bed, pre¬ 
sented the sparkling draught, and in lisp¬ 
ing accents said, “Drink this, my dear 
sister; it will cure you.” She spoke as 
oBe who knew, for the patient drank, and 
recovered—though not until after the an¬ 
gel nurse had passed into the “world of 
spirits” herself, from the same disease; 
but her memory lingers as fresh as the vi¬ 
olets that bloom around her resting place.

TEMPERANCE IN BATH. 

As the liquor law has been iu force about 
six months, we will take n glance at the re¬ 
sult in this city. Under the old law, there 
was consumed in this city about thirty to 
fifty' barrel® of liquor each week, according 
to the best estimate to be had. The steam¬ 
ers, twice a week would roll out publicly 
ten to twenty' barrels each trip, and with 
what was brought by the packets, would 
probably swell the amount above the esti¬ 
mate. ' We had more than twenty Irish rum 
shops and ten or fifteen others, in full blast. 
Forty dollars a week was two thousand and 
eighty barrels per annum. Thirty gallons 
per barrel sixtytwo thousand four hundred 
gallons, which, at thirty c nts a gallon (a low 
estimate) was eighteen thousand seven 
hundred and twenty dollars, probably 
the lowest amount paid per year for liquors, 
in this eity, for the last five years. At the 
present time this traffic is confined, with a 
few exceptions, to some six or eight Irish 
families, who receive their liquors in small 
quantities, packed in flour barrels, directed 
to fictitious persons, who also keep low 
dancing houses, enticing servant girls to visit 
these places, who carry with them all sorts 
of provisions, such as coffee, tea, sugar, flour, 
lard, sweatmeats, &c, as an entertainment 
for a grand carousal. Under this law we 
have got rid of some of the worst rumsellers, 
who have left the State. We are informed by 
the city authorities that the number of com¬ 
mitments for the past six months is not 
more than a third part of former years. And 
though the winter has been unusually se¬ 
vere, the call for assisiancc from destitute 
families is reduced fifty per cent.— Tribune.

Had such 
a proposal coincided with the constitution 
and objects of the conference, your commit¬ 
tee would have suggested the high expedi¬ 
ency of acknowleding, by an express resolu¬ 
tion, the providential goodness so distinctly 
visible in the direction given to humane ef¬ 
forts of individuals, the combined actions or 
thelegislature, aud the happy issue to whicn 
these have led-being fully assured that 
whatever of moral power the members of 
this conference can exert, will be cheerfu y 
and unreservedly devoted to the support of 
all that, in human legislation, coincides with 
the spirit and the letter of the law of God.

The Paris correspondent 
of the Boston Transcript also writes ol the 
usurper. “ I would bet $500 he is a dead man 
in less than three months, if he exposes him¬ 
self at all. In this case God only knows what 
would happen.”

A Riyer Monstfr. —The Louisville (Ky 
Courier clonoribes a water monster, called the 
Eclipse, and intended for a paeket between that 
city and New Orleans. The shafts weigh 25,- 
875 pounds, and all her machinery in the same 
mammoth porportions. The chimneys, or 
smoke pipes, are 85 feet in length, and a man 
on horseback could easily ride into one of them 
and turn round and come out again without 
dismounting. The Eclipse has six engines and 
fifteen boilers, in addition to a powerful locomo¬ 
tive which will be placed on the railroads in 
the hold for the transportation of freight. 

The severity of the winter, thus far, has ex¬ 
ceeded anything we have seen for a number of 
years. The following despatch was received 
from Buffalo, on the 13th inst. 

“ We are in the midst of the most violent 
snow-storm ever known here No mails have 
arrived, and business is at a stand-still. The 
snow is drifting in huge hills, and the air is 
quite blinding. It covers windows, doors, and 
the sides of houses, till whole blocks look like 
masses of snow The storm has xaged nearly 
twenty-four hours, and is still unabated.

Besides 
llie persons admitted into those institutions, fourteen 
thousand, one hundred and sixty-seven were supported 
out of the Alms Houses, at s weekly average rale of 
913-5 cents. Of thecharacterof the paupers we have the 
following particulars, and they are well worthy the at¬ 
tention of the Christian and Moral Roformer. Amongst 
the groat number of paupers relieved or supported, 626 
were insane, and 372 idiots. Nino hundred and thirteen 
of the aggregate were paupers by reason of insanity: but

THE SCENE AT NOTRE DAME. 

The Paris Correspondent of the London 
Times thus describes the Installation scene 
at Notre Dame: 

He who but a month since chastised the 
people with fire aud sword, imprisoned gen¬ 
erals, statesmen, and deputies, defied the 
law, trampled the constitution under foot, 
and scorned the oath which he had sworn 
to defend it, sat this morning in the cathe¬ 
dral surrounded by the dignitaries of his 
own creation—the church, the army, the law, 
the bench, all but the tribune which he has 
annihilated—undera gorgeous canopy, which 
I touched the roof of the sacred edifice, and 
l wanted but the effigy of a diajfom to be im- 
I penal. The honors paid to a King auoint- 
* ed on the day of coronation, are scarcely 
! greater than those which attended Louis 
j Napoleon this morning iu the venerable 
' church of Notre Dame. A solemn “Te 
I Deum (Tactions de grace" was performed at 
| the same hour in every cathedral church of 
' France ; the blessing of Heaven was invok¬ 
ed upon the country; aud upon that great 
i mission which the people have conferred 
upon the man who has been appointed to 
sway its destinies for the term of 10 years. 

I The service concluded with the ‘-Domino 
I Salvam,” thus worded .—Domine salmonfac 
Republicam—salvam Jac Tiapoleonem, et exaudi 
nos in die qua invocaverimus.” 

No one that witnessed the scene of this 
day can ever forget it. From the firing of 
the cannon at the Invalides—70 signals, ten 
for each million—at 10 in the morning, to 
the triumphant passage of the President 
from the Church of Notre Dame to the Pal¬ 
ace of the Tuleries, hemmed in the whole 
way between two forests of military, the 
multitude outside cheering and shouting 
“Vive Napoleon. 1 ” the spectacle was vast, im¬ 
posing and magnificent. To many, how¬ 
ever, who could for a moment divest them¬ 
selves of the absorbing influence of the 
pageant, it presented a theme for grave and 
melancholy reflection—a nation born to be 
great and free and happy, reduced, by the 
bold and desperate act of one to tvhom it 
had intrusted its institutions and its liberties, 
to the condition of something so servile that 
no name can be suggested between it aud 
slavery! 

A witty clergyman had been lecturing one 
evening in a country village on the subject of 
Temperance, and, as usual, after the lecture, 
the pledge was passed around for signatures. 
“ Pass the pledge along that way," said the 
lecturer, at the same time pointing toward a
